The n»t PiMMtntUl auction. 


The flnt Presidential election occur- 


red lu 1788, juit» hundred yean In ad- 
vance of the content on which the 
people of tlie United State* are now 
entering. There wan then uo contro- 
versy us to the head of the ticket, for, 
though Washington wait a Federalist, 
both parties gave him their support.— 
There was then no national convention 
and no canvassing of tho people for 
rotes, as iu nearly every State the Pres- 
idential electors were chosen by llio 
1/eglslaturo. Only ten States voted at 
all, New York not being able to choose 
electors as tho State Senate was con- 
trolled by one party and the Assembly 
by tho other, and they could not be 
brought together in joint ballot, liliodo 
Island bail not yet come Into the Union, 
and su bad uo share in Ibu honor of the 
elevation of Wabhington to the thief 
magistracy. Neither did North Caro- 
lina participate in the voting, though 
she bad ratified the constitution. When 
tho electoral college met every vote was 
casi for (iuorge Washington as the first 
President. For Vice President there 
was a bitter contest, and there were 
several candidates, chief of whom were 
John Adams nnd (ieorge Clinton, of 
New York. Though the Clinton votes 
were finally mostly cast for the other 
candidatcii, Mr. Adams bail 34 votes 
out of lit), one less than a majority, but 
was elected on tho ground of having 
the "next highest" number. Had Now 
'/ork voted at all her support would 
have been given to Clinton, and the 
Adamses would probably never have 
resided in tho White House. Tho his- 
tory of those times shows that them 
was as much bitterness of feeling as, 
even if not more than, exists on sueh 
occasions in our day. 
Hamilton, Clin- 


ton and Jay were violently opposed to 
Adams, and did everything in their 
power to defeat him. Hard names were 
called and intrigues entered upon which 
were far from being creditable to the 
patriots whoso names we delight to 
honor. On the whole we think there 
has been an improvement in modern 
elections rather than n retrograde, 
though with a hundred years between 
it IH somcwhatdiilicult to institute com- 
parisons.
